school, anil during the vacations work- 
ed in n rattan factoiy near his home. 
Thus he made his way through the 
grammar ami high M-hooIs. Some of 
the neighbors became interested In him 
and helped him to prepare himself for 
college.

K.\4ter. he entered Roston university 
and was eventually graduated from tiic 
law school.

He first huns out his shingle at Wo- 


burn. a few miles from his home, but 
tho experiment was short lived.
